each o ther, o uch natio nal church being f u- 
pivme in its o wn jurisdictio n, subject o nly to 
tie* decisio n o f a general co uncil o f all the na­ 
tio nal churches. 
Tho term “catho lic” has 
no vvr Ik.*ou admitted by this Isviy to belo ng 
exclusively to the Ro man Catho lic church, 
and tin* creed so ts fo rth belief in “tho ho ly 
Catho lic church.” 
The name “Pro testant 
Episco pal” was ado pted after tho revo lutio n 
fo r the church in this co untry, and has lo ng 
1m*cu o bjected to by co nservative churchman 
as co nceding to o much to tin Ro man Cath­ 
o lic church and no t pro perly indicating the 
claims o f tho church to histo rical co nnectio n 
wit h tho church established by the ajjo stles. 
Indicatio ns arc that favo rable actio n will be 
taken at this co nventio n o n the mo vement, 
which actio n will require to bo ratified by 
tli 5 n< xt triennial co nventio n in 1889.

s.o ns pro mo te the unity o f tho race at ho me 
and abro ad. 
Dr. N. G. Clark, o f Bo sto n, 
then read a paper 
entitled, “Missio nary

Fo rward the Wo rk in Fo reign Fields,” re­ 
viewing the plans o f o peratio n ado pted by 
the bo ard and referring at length to the wo rk 
acco mplished.

Rock-Rooted Prejudice. 


Richmond , V *, O ct 7.—There is a fear 
here that is entertained by many that the 
race question will oveirlde everything else in 
connection with the Rnighti of Labor con­ 
vention. 
The procedure of the delegates of 
District Assembly 
49 
Tuesday night, in 
going to the theatre, purchasing a seat for 
their colored delegate along with those for 
the whites, and taking him in with them, 
would then have resulted in a conflict and« * 
ordinary circumstances; but the white citi­ 
zens waived their displeasure for the time, in 
the hope that the thing would not be re- 
I peateci 
J 
Wednesday morning, however, it was an- 
j 
nounced that the same procedure would be 
followed Wednesday night and indignation 
began to rise. 
For many years it has been 
the custom to confine the blacks to the bal­ 
cony or “ upper circle,” at the theatres in 
Richmond, and so strictly has been it followed 
that no trouble has arisen from rights of col­ 
ored people at public entertainments. 
The­ 
atre managers or lessees are required iu as­ 
suming control of play-houses hero to enter 
into a written agreement to the effect that 
colored persons shall not be allowed seats in 
the body of the house. 
So, Wednesday after­ 
noon, Manager E. M. Castine, of the Mozart 
Academy, received a letter from Col. S. B. 
Paul, chairman of the finance committee of 
the Mozart association, calling attention to 
the fact that Tuesday night the contract un­ 
der which the Academy was managed had 
been violated, inasmuch as a colored man had 
been permitted to sit in the maih portion of 
the house. 
Col Paul said: “ The contract 
provides that persons of the Caucasian race 
shall alone be admitted to any part of the 
house except the gallery, and that is clearly 
defined in said contract to be what your ad 
vertisements called the balcony. 
Under the 
circumstances which so unexpectedly arose 
last night, and in which you took the advice 
of the hall committee, I think your action 
was judicious, but as they forewarn you of a 
systematic effort to force you to a course 
which would prejudice the interest you rep­ 
resent, in violation of a contract of lease, 
shall bo compelled to report any recurrence 
of an infringement of the lease.” 
With this contract drawn upon him,and the 
announcement that there would be a repetition 
of Tuesday night’s proceedings by the dele- 
/ 
gates of No. 41» staring him iu the face, Man- 
\ ager Castine was hi a dilemma. 
His only al 
tentative was to call upon the 
chief of police 
for assistance, which he did, and then assured 
bis patrons that he would enforce the spirit 
of his lease. 
Maj. Poe, the chief, diagnosed the forebod 
ings as serious, and during the afternoon 
called at the armory where the Knights of 
Labor convention is in session to see Mr. 
Powderly for tbe purpose of inducing him to 
persuade the delegates to desist in their de 
termination to attend the theatre and take 
their colored delegate Farrell with them. The 
United Press correspondent saw Maj. Poe 
immediately after his mission was finished. 
“ I did not see Mr. Powderly,” said Maj. Poe, 
“ but Mr. Hayes, of the executive board, was 
deputized to consult with me. 
I was assured 
that all efforts possible would be made by the 
officers of tbe organization to prevent the del- 
* 
egates from New York visiting either of the 
theatres. 
1 can’t see how a collision cau ba 
prevented if that colored delegate, or any 
colored man is taken into the theatre. 
The 
white citizens do not propose to be dictated 
to in the matter of their social rights, and 
4 especially by stranger* Our people have 
extended every courtesy to the visitors, and 
it is not right, they think, for the strangers 
to demand that this or that be done in social 
life. 
It is not the proper thing td ask that all 
customs and usages in this regard he set aside 
to please any class or whim. I have advised 
the theatre managers to close th eir houses if 
it is known that colored men are to demand 
admission, and if it becomes necessary to 
avert trouble, the theatres will be closed by 
an order. 
Our white citizens never have 
trouble with the negroes about social mat­ 
ters, because the negroes know and keep their 
places. 
We have our own ideas and tastes 
about this thing, and it is proper that we 
should not be interfered with, especially since 
the colored people themselves do not object.” 
Maj. Poe said1 that the best educated, the 
most cultured and wealthy citizens were the 
ones that intended to maintain these customs 
and to maintain them to the last; that they 
would be at the theatres to challenge the 
right of the colored delegates to occupy seats 
with the whites, and that instead of a riot it 
would be a revolution—an uprising to maintAin 
a popular principle. .. 
The leaders of Assembly 49 learned after 
the convention adjourned that extra precau­ 
tions would be taken by the police authori­ 
ties to check them, and they held a consulta­ 
tion. Their reasonings and determination are 
not known. 
It was ascertained, however, 
that all thought of visiting the Mozart Acad- 
ernj* of Music was abandoned and no police 
precautions were taken there. 
A large squad of officers were sent to the 
Richmond theatre early in the evening. This 
is the oldest play-house in Richmond—a place 
where Booth, Boniface, Raymond, and other 
renonwed actors hare won fame —and is at­ 
tended by the highest class of citizens. 
“ The 
Stranglers of Paris” was on the boards. 
H. 
H. Mortimer, a South Carolinan by birth, is 
the manager, while Frank A. Tannehi.l, who 
was an aide to Gen. Sydney Johnston, is a 
star of the company. 
As soo i as these gen­ 
tlemen learned that the disturbance was be­ 
ing transferred to their house, they at once- 
proclaimed their determination to co-operate 
with the whites in suppressing the execution 
of any design to seat colored men in the 
house. 
When Maj. Poe informed Manager 
Mortimer that the house had best be closed 
for the night, the latter said: “ No; there is 
no use of that. 
Let the people come in, and 
if a colored man enters the auditorium I will 
ring down the curtain, announce that there 
will be no performance, and tell the people 
inside to go to the box office and get their 
money. ” 
At 7 o’clock several hundred people war) 
crowding around in front of the theatre. At 
51 o’clock the streets and sidewalks were 
blockaded with men, there being few ladies 
in sight, and excitement ran high. 
There 
were earnest inquiries for the “ forty-niners” 


and the colored delegate. 
A more im inet 
concourse of people never aseembled any­ 
where than that on tb* outside of the Rich­ 
mond theatre. They belonged to the bee* 
families of tee city and it is presumed most 
of them were armed and came to defend their 
social principle* When tbe curtain eras 
rung up, not seventy-five persons were in the 
house. The excitement had ruined tha busi­ 
ness of tike night Fifteen private policemen, 
headed by Major B e and three captains, oc­ 
cupied seats in the orchestra circle, white a 
number of privates and officers patrolled the 
sidewalks cm the outside and kept back the 
excited populace. 
A rattle-brained white 
man, warmed by liquor, mounted a box in 
front of tbe theatre, and called to the black 
men to assert their rights and enter the 
th eatre. 
Be was promptly arrested and 
inarched off to the station house, hundreds of 
people hooting at him as he was carried 
away. Excitement was at fever heat, and 
the slightest disturbance would have set fire 
to the tinder box of popular indignation mid 
precipitated bloodshed. 
But the delegates of 
Assemby 40, with the colored member Farrell, 
did not put in an appearance, *nd gradually 
the threatening aspect of affairs died out 
It is believed now that the very firm stand 
taken by tbe citizens wiU prevent further 
trouble during the time of the convention 
and that this is the end of it 
The local newspapers very generally com­ 
ment upon the color line affair and deprecate 
its existence. 
Public sentiment is strong 
against the action of the New York assembly 
in pushing the negro into the Mozart Acad­ 
emy, and many knights living here are 
strong in their denunciation of the proceed, 
ings. 
The States expresses itself in this language: 
Those Knights of Labor delegates who at­ 
tempt to interfere with the social customs of 
Richmond are making a most unpardonable 
mistake, to say the least. 
The presence of a 
colored delegate in the auditorium of the 
Mozart Academy of Music last evening dur­ 
ing a dramatic performance was an outrage 
on a large majority of our citizens which can 
not be too severely condemned. 
We have 
nothing to say concerning the cm tom that 
obtains in Washington, Philadelphia, New’ 
York, Chicago and other northern cities. 
In

Pro ceed in g s tn th e Kn ig h ts* C o n v e n tio n - 
S en satio n al C h arg es P u b lish ed . 
Richmond , Va., Oct. 7.— There was abso­ 
lutely nothing of importance done Wednes­ 
day by the general assembly of tho Knights 
of Labor. 
The whole day was consumed in 
wrangling over the report of the committee 
on credentials. 
Late in the afternoon the 
report on the contested Brooklyn delegates 
was adopted, and they were refused seats in 
the convention. 
The decision carried with 
it, however, a provision which will guaran­ 
tee the immediate issuance of a charter 
whereby the Brooklyn knights will bo severed 
from Assembly 49. At 6 o’clock the conven­ 
tion adjourned. 
A man who was until recently secretary 
of the Troy, N. Y., district, and was ex­ 
pelled, created a sensation among the dele­ 
gates Wednesday by issuing a secret circular 
making some alleged disclosures reflecting 
upon the Knights of Labor as an organiza­ 
tion. 
His object is retaliation 
He alleges 
in tho circular that he was sent to Troy, N, 
Y., in 1883, to blow up a stove foundry, but 
that his designs were betrayed, and he did 
not execute them. 
He makes other state­ 
ments of similar character, among them that 
there was a Knight of Labor scheme to in­ 
troduce small-pox at Albany, so as to throw 
out of employment certain non-union men. 
He 
declares that there were 
numerous 
schemes not formally sanctioned by labor or­ 
ganizations. 
Mr. Powderly cautioned the 
delegates against circulating this matter, say­ 
ing that any one who did w ould be ex­ 
pelled.

The nature of the accident is said to 
have been the collapsa of a flue. 
Tho 
boat 
was steaming along under 150 pounds of 
steam—her usual amount to carry—when an 
axplodon suddenly occurred, blowing the fire 
in every direction. 
The pilot, taking ad­ 
vantage of her heading, turned her toward 
the shore, but the flames caused him to 
abandon his post before the stage plank 
30uld be lowered. 
After leaving his post, 
the current turned the boat’s bow out into 
the river again, and her stern swung close to 
the bank, which afforded a means of escape 
for several who were at that end of the boat, 
the pilot and one cabin-boy getting ashore 
without any injuries, or even a wet foot, 
The stage-plank was lowered and many 
were placed upon it, mostly women and chil­ 
dren, who would have been saved had not 
the smoke-stack fallen squarely acrosi it, and 
»11 who were not killed by it were drowned. 
Capt Thompson, after doing all in his powef 
to save the passengers and crew, jumped 
Dverboard and swam ashore, the boat having 
by this time drifted fully 300 yards out into 
;he river.,. The Masaotte* drifted ^amr to the 
Illinois shore, opposite Willard’s Landing, 
» nd sank, the only thing visible at present 
being her wheel 
The explosion spent its force directly back­ 
ward into the engine-room, and the crew and 
roustabouts suffered from being scalded by 
ascaping steam. 
Eleven of the latter were so 
terribly burned that huge scales of flesh 
peeled from their bodies. 
Six of them have 
died. 
Their names are: George Key wood, 
it Nashville, Tenn.; Marshall Hodin, of 
Walnut Hills, Tenn.; J ack Finnegan, of 
S t 
Louis; William Jones, of S t Louis; J . Henry 
Gordon, of Evansville, Ind.; Thomas Lacy, 
M S t Louis.
